FOR  WINDBREAKS  AND  SHELTERBELTS 

Perhaps  the  most  important  factor  in  developing  a 
farmstead  is  that  of  providing  shelter.  It  adds  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  permanence  and  stability  and  gives  the  ex¬ 
pression  of  snugness  and  privacy  which  are  essential 
attributes  of  a  home. 

Buildings  placed  in  a  substantial  setting  of  rich  thrif¬ 
ty  trees  look  homelike  and  inviting.  Those  set  out  on 
the  unprotected  and  naked  prairie  are  more  or  less  cheer¬ 
less  and  forbidding. 


Weeping  Willow 


Keeping  in  mind  the  fact  that  the  shelter 
belt  is  to  perform  a  useful  service  as  well 
as  to  improve  appearance,  it  should  be  so 
placed  as  to  afford  protection  against  the 
winds  and  at  the  same  time  prevent  snow 
from  drifting  about  the  buildings.  This  will 
mean  that  the  inner  margin  of  the  principal 
tree  belt  will  lie  a  hundred  feet  or  more 
from  the  nearest  buildings. 

The  Fruit  Garden  and  Orchard,  to  be  an 

annual  success,  must  have  protection  from 
both  the  cold  winds  of  winter  and  the  hot. 
dry  winds  of  summer.  The  root  system  of 
all  fruit  stock  with  few  exceptions  is  “sur¬ 
face  feeding.”  That  is,  the  large  part  of 
the  roots  remain  in  the  top  soil  instead  of 
having  penetrating  tap-roots  like  the  oak 
and  many  other  native  trees.  For  this  reason, 
the  tree,  or  plant  is  quickly  affected  by  tem¬ 
porary  conditions  in  the  top  soil,  and  to 
make  the  home  garden  produce  annual  crops 
with  a  minimum  of  failures,  the  soil  condi¬ 
tion  must  be  maintained  in  as  normal  degree 


as  possible.  Garden  vegetables  are  also 
surface  feeders,  and  as  these  are  nearly  al¬ 
ways  combined  with  the  fruit  garden,  a  pro¬ 
vision  made  for  the  success  of  one  will  have 
an  equal  effect  on  the  success  of  the  other. 
Early  vegetables,  like  early  fruits,  have  need 
of  a  tempered  atmosphere,  and  thrive  best 
during  the  first  weeks  if  protected  from  the 
wind. 

The  Farm  Yard.  That  wind  protection  for 
live  stock  is  an  absolute  necessity  is  demon¬ 
strated  conclusively  by  the  actual  exper¬ 
ience  of  thousands  of  farmers  in  Minnesota 
and  the  Dakotas  alone.  Experts  in  stock- 
raising  all  agree  that  nothing  is  more  dis¬ 
astrous  to  horses,  cattle,  sheep  and  swine 
than  to  allow  them  to  run  for  exercise  in 
yards  that  are  exposed  to  chilling  winds. 
Milch  cows  increase  from  15  to  25  per  cent 
in  their  daily  milking  when  protected  from 
cold  drafts,  while  it  has  been  repeatedly 
proven  that  hogs  can  be  fattened  with  far 
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less  feed  if  the  pens  are  shel¬ 
tered.  Distemper,  a  much 
dreaded  disease  with  both 
horses  and  sheep,  is  due 
largely  to  exposure  in  yards 
and  run-ways.  Poultry  must 
have  out-door  exercise  in  the 
winter  and  this  when  given 
in  cold  and  windy  yards,  is 
not  only  the  cause  of  the 
fatal  roup,  but  is  also  injur¬ 
ious  to  laying  hens. 

Cultivation.  Cultivation  of 
the  grove  should  be  commenc¬ 
ed  shortly  after  planting,  and 
be  repeated  often  enough  to 
keep  the  top  three  inches  of 
soil  loose,  so  as  to  form  a 
dust  blanket  to  retard  evap¬ 
oration  during  dry  weather. 

The  soil  should  never  be  al¬ 
lowed  to  become  baked  hard 
after  a  rain,  but  the  crust 
should  be  broken  up  with  a 
cultivator  as  soon  after  a 
rain  as  it  can  be  worked.  Cul¬ 
tivation  should  be  discontin¬ 
ued  after  the  1st  of  August, 
in  order  to  encourage  early 
ripening  of  the  wood.  The 
weeds  that  grow  after  this 
time  of  the  year  will  do  no 
harm.  Late  in  the  autumn, 
the  first  year  or  two  after 
planting,  the  soil  should  be 
turned  towards  the  trees  with 
the  plow,  to  protect  them. 

Clear  Planting's.  Most  of  the  plantings  on 
our  prairies  consist  wholly  of  one  kind.  In 
some  cases  good  results  are  thus  obtained, 
but  they  are  seldom  as  satisfactory  as  plant¬ 
ings  made  up  of  several  different  kinds. 
One  of  the  greatest  drawbacks  to  plantings 
made  up  entirely  of  one  kind  is  the  fact 
that  drought,  insects  or  fungus  disease  may 
destroy  the  whole  planting  at  one,  time,  while 
in  a  judiciously  mixed  planting  this  could 
hardly  occur. 

The  Advantages  of  Mixed  Plantings.  1. 

Makes  it  possible  to  grow  rapid-growing 
species  that  form  a  protection  in  the  least 
possibie  time  and  still  have  coming  on,  in 
the  same  grove,  longer  lived  and  better 
kinds  to  take  their  places.  2.  Many  kinds 
that  are  somewhat  tender  when  young  are 
helped  very  much  by  being  grown  among 
the  hardier  kinds,  until  well  established.  3. 


In  good  mixed  planting  the  ground  is  more 
likely  to  be  properly  shaded  than  it  would  be 
in  clear  plantings  of  thinly  leafed  species.  4. 
Mixed  plantings  are  most  interesting  and  or¬ 
namental. 

The  plan  of  planting  the  forest  lot  with  a 
view  of  providing  some  food  for  birds  is 
not  mere  sentiment,  for  they  protect  our 
gardens  from  many  insects,  and  if  we  fur¬ 
nish  an  abundance  of  Russian  Mulberry  and 
Juneberry,  they  will  not  trespass  much  on 
our  strawberries  or  raspberries. 

Protection  to  Buildings  may  be  furnished 
by  a  few  rows  or  a  grove  of  trees.  It  is  gen¬ 
erally  best  to  locate  the  buildings  in  a  grove 
or  grow  one  up  around  them,  so  that  protec¬ 
tion  may  be.  afforded  from  every  quarter 
to  the  best  advantage.  The  garden  should 
also  be  included  in  the  grove  or  shelterbelt 
about  the  buildings.

In  designing-  this  plan  twelve  Spirea  Van  Hout- 
tei  (2)  (2)  were  placed  along  foundation  of  the 
front  porch.  If  you  do  not  care  for  the  early 
bloom  of  white,  Rosa  Rugosa  would  prove  in¬ 
teresting  and  effective  at  about  the  same  cost. 

Boston  Ivy  or  Englemann’s  Ivy,  which  has  a 
smaller  leaf  and  more  dense  foliage  is  a  very 
desirable  addition  to  Stucco  or  cement  houses. 
Two  are  used  here  (1). 

The.  clump  of  ten  Cotoneaster  each  side  of  the 
walk  is  a  delightful  little  group  of  shrubs. 

Along  the  side  of  the  entrance  steps  there  are 
planted  five  Berberis  Thunbergi,  a  low  shrub 
that  is  easy  to  keep  within  bounds. 

The  specimen  Mt.  Ash  is  used  here  with  splen¬ 
did  effect,  and  is  largely  planted.  The  five  spe¬ 
cimen  trees  (6)  are  largely  a  matter  of  individ¬ 
ual  choice.  The  American  Elm  are  used  here.

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A  MASSIVE  HOUSE 

Turned  Into  a  Home 

This  would  be  a  bare  and  barn  like  place  if 
the  help  of  the  landscape  gardener  had  not 
been  invoked  to  make  it  inviting  and  lovely. 
No  class  of  houses  demand  the  planting  of 
shrubbery  as  strongly  as  those  of  cement  and 
stone.  This  planting  illustrates  the  superiority 
of  the  mass  plan  of  planting  and  the  beauty 
of  an  open  lawn. 

A7ines  add  greatly  to  the  appearance  of  stuc¬ 
co  homes.  On  this  home  (1)  Ampelopsis,  En-| 
glemann’s  Ivy.  has  been  used.  The  founda¬ 
tion  planting  is  a  very  pleasing  one.  and  con¬ 
sists  of  Philadelphus,  Lemoine’s  Cotoneaster 
Syringa  (5)  with  its  sweet-scented  flowers  in 
June;  (4),  and  Barberry  Thunbergii  (3).  Can 
be  replace, d  by  other  shrubs  of  the  same  class 
if  desired.  The  base  of  the  shrubs  in  this 
foundation  planting  is  covered  by  a  border  of 
Hardy  Phlox  which  has  a  wealth  of  beautiful 
bloom  July-October.  The  planting  opposite  the 
steps  has  the  same  pleasing  combination  of 
plants  with  a  Birch  with  its  beautiful  white 
bark  to  contrast  with  the  foliage  of  the  shrub¬ 
bery.

A  Simple  and  Beautiful  Planting 

The  planting  shown  here  is  especially  adapt¬ 
ed  to  homes  placed  well  back  from  the  street 
and  with  ample  width  to  set  it  off  with  a  fair 
lawn.  Elaborate  plantings  are  not  necessary 
in  order  to  make  a  greatly  improved  appear¬ 
ance  to  the  home  and  this  picture  is  the  best 
evidence  of  it  you  could  get.  A  few  trees  to 
furnish  the  necessary  height  can  be.  combined 
with  a  sparing  use  of  suitable  shrubs  to  make 
a  pleasing  picture. 

The  porch  group  on  the  left  side  consists  of 
only  three  Barberry  Thunbergii  (2);  six  Spirea 
Arguta  (3)  (3);  six  Hydrangea  Arborescens 

Grandiflora  (4)  (4);  two  Boston  Ivy  (5)  (5). 

An  American  Elm  can  be  planted  at  (6)  to 
shade  the  nearby  windows,  or  choose  your  fa¬ 
vorite  tree.  This  planting  is  complete  in  it¬ 
self. 

The  right  hand  side  of  this  planting  consists 
of  only  nine  Barberry  Thunbergii  (1)  (1),  on 

account  of  a  broad  walk  extending  next  the 
porch.  In  case  there  is  no  side  entrance,  the 
doubling  of  the  left  hand  group  would  make  a 
symmetrical  and  beautiful  planting.

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A  Colonial  House 

Made  Modern 

This  house  may  have  been  built  a  hun¬ 
dred  years  ago — it  does  not  matter  as  to 
the  style  of  architecture  used,  each  and 
every  one  can  be  made  more  beautiful  by 
the  proper  ornamental  planting. 

To  the  right  of  the  entrance  of  the  Col¬ 
onial  house  is  a  very  pleasing  combin¬ 
ation  of  plants  that  could  be  used  to 
good  advantage  in  many  places.  At  (9) 
one  Syringa  Lemoine  has  been  placed.  At 
(10)  are  six  Spirea  Arguta,  a  shrub  with 
white  flowers.  Earliest  to  bloom  in  the 
spring.  Six  Spirea  Van  Houttei  are  plac¬ 
ed  at  the  corner  (11).  This  is  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  shrubs  and  very  largely 
grown.  Near  the  corner  of  the  house  (12) 
is  a  Clematis  Jackmani,  an  attractive 
vine  with  beautiful  purple  flowers. 

To  the  left  of  the  entrance  of  this 
planting  has  been  placed  one  Syringa 
Lemoine  (1);  six  Spirea  Arguta  (2);  sev¬ 
en  Spirea  Frobeli  (3);  three  of  the  fra¬ 
grant  blooming  Persian  Lilacs  are  placed 
in  the  recess  made  by  the  sun  parlor  (4). 
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The  attractive  High  Bush  Cranberry 
(5)  makes  a  beautiful  central  point  of 

interest  to  the  planting.  Seven  Japanese  - - 

Barberris  (Berberis  Thunbergii)  a  shrub 

which  is  extensively  used  in  landscape  work,  are  planted  at  (6).  The  back  corner  planting 
is  formed  with  five  Spirea  Van  Houttei  (7)  and  five  Iris  and  five  Hardy  Phlox  at  (8) 
and  (9).
